While Costello was depositing the goat 
in the wagon Schulze pursued Brown 
with a baseball bat. After rapping 
Brewn a two-bagger on the head and 
the shins, Schulze chased him into a 
grocery. 

Goes in Wagon, Too, 
Wyatt was pursued with drawn re- 
velvers by Costello and Schulze from 
Ninth to Tenth street and captured. 
They threw him into the wagon With a 
collection of dogs and the hilly gnat. 
With Wyatt yelling, the dogs bark- 
ing and the Billy goat baa-aa-ing, the 
dogcatchers dashed up in front of 1000 
Choteau avenue.

A test vote was had, however, showing 
that of the men who were in the room 
when a division was had the Taft forces 
were supported by 31 votes against 7. 
At no time during the long night's 
session was there any other test of 
strength,. but the members of the com- 
mittee favorable to the “Allies” said 
they were outnumbered four to one. The 
action that was taken in case after case 
indicated that the estimate was not far 
from correct. 

Sweeping through the contests from 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, Tennessee 
and Texas, the Taft delegations were 
seated without a break. The contests 
from all other states had been with- 
drawn.’ Before the night was half over 
it was plain to everyone that the “al- 
lies” would not succeed in overturning 
a single decision which had been made 
by the National Coramittee.

‘were present. 

Sager was on hand, with John B., 
Owen and Charles D. Comfort, the two 
Hughes delegates from tne Twelfth, 
whom the National Committee refused 
to seat.

CITY OWNS ITS SYSTEM 





Pays $50.36 Per Arc Lamp 4s 
Against $97.50 Paid 
: Here. 





The city of St. Louis is paying the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
per cent inore per are lamp for street 
lighting than it costs the city of St. Jo- 
sepli, Mo., to make its own light for the 
Same purpose. 

St. Louis is paying on an average of 
$97.50 a year for each of 120 arc lamps 
in service for street lighting. It is cost- 
ing St. Joseph $50.36 a year per arc lamp, 
and that inciudes an allowarce of $.43 
a lamp for interest, $7.51 for deprecia- 
tion and $1.27 for lost taxes. 

St. Joseph has 552 arc lamps in use, 


‘less than one-half the number in service 


in St. Levis. The cost per lamp could 
be materially reduced of St. Joseph had 
as tnany lamps in service as St. Louis. 

The actual operating expense, with- 
out any allowance for interest, depre- 
ciations or lost taxes, for the St. Joseph 
municipal plant last year, was $36.15 for 
each arc lamp. The total cost of op- 
erating the municipal plant was, $20,- 
957.89. 

All Night Service. 

The report of City Electrician W. C. 
Stewart shows that St. Joseph is get- 
ting its street lighting for $47.14 less per 
arc lamp per year than St. Louis is 
paying the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. for the same service. The 
St. Joseph lamps burn all night — 
threughout the entire year. 

The St. Joseph plant, which is sup- 
plying light at this price cost $75,000. 
The excess cost of St. Louis light, on 
the basis of 1200 lamps, amounts to $656,- 
568 a year, mere than twe-thirds of the 
cost of the St. Joseph plant. 


The Civic League, in its recent report 
on city lighting, estimated that a-well 
managed municipal plant could operate 
an arc lamp at @ year, or at a rate 
of 2% cents a. kilowatt hour. The League 
committee reported that the present 
price of $97. per arc lamp and $19.65 
per incandescent lamp is unreasonably 


high. 
Plant 18 Years Old. 

St. Joseph has been operating a muni- 
ope lighting plant for the past 18 years. 
The maximum cost of light, under this 
system, was reached in 1895-96, twelve 
years ago, when the cost of making 
electricity was much higher than it is 
now, and ft then reached only $89.40 a 
lamp, $8.10 less than St. Louis is now 


Phy lamps are burned on 
an average of 3,747.3 hours a year. 

The cost of operating the City Hall 
plant in St. Louis was 903 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, during the last year. 

Union Electric is trying to collect a 


bill of $18 for four killowatt hours of 
service rendered to Henry Pietz, a pho- 
tographer of 4117 Manchester avenue. 
This is at at rate of $4.50 a kilowatt 
hour, and Mr. Pietz has refused to pay. 

Mr. Pietz began taking Union Electric 
service in November, 1906. He was put 
on a minimum of $6 a month, on his 
equivalent of a 64 16-candle power lamp 
installation.

More than a year after the passage 
of the Cooper act, which empowers St. 
Louis to regulate its public utilities, the 
Municipal Assembly has begun the seri- 
ous consideration of a bill that offers a 
means of governing both rates and serv- 
ice given by local public service corpo- 
rations. 

This bill is the one evolved by a joint 
committee of the Municipal Assembly, 
City Counselor Bates and George C. 
Uitchcock of the Civic League. It has 
been pronounced complete and effective 
in every provision. 

Councilman Arthur Je Fitzsimmons, 
chairman of the joint committee, has in- 
troduced one copy of the bill in the 
Council. 

Delegate Frank Hussey has presented 
the measure to his branch of the As- 
sembly. 

In three weeks, if the House inter- 
poses no objection or delay, the bill will 
be in the hands pf Mayor Wells. The 
Council will pass the bill within a week. 
As the House has adjourned for a week, 
and usually meets but once in seven 
days, the bill’s progress in that quarter 
will not be so rapid as in the Council. 

No More Delay Expected. 

As the bill contains the provisions 
and concessions demanded by the House 
of Delegates from the right of the del- 
egates to name a- share of the commis- 
sioners to a confirmation of the Coun- 
cil’s appointees, there is not expected 
any further complaint or inactivity on 
their part.

WHILE TRYING 


1 CATCH THIEF 





East St. Louisan, Wounded in 
Railroad Yards, Expected 
to Dice. 





While attempting to capture a negro 
thief near East St. Louis at midnight, 
Edward Smith, 28 years old, a watch- 
man in the Illinois Central Railroad 
yards, was shot and perlaps fatally 
wounded by the negro. 

The thief fired a Springfield rifle and 
the bullet entered the watchman’s left 
bieast, passing out in the back. At &t. 
Mary’s Hospital, where the wounded 
man was taken, it was said his chance 
fo- recovery was small. 

James Johnson, a negro, 2 years old, 
arrested by Night Watchman George 
McGowan, who was with Smith, says 
his father, Joseph Johnson, fired the 
shot. McGowan also says the elder 
negro did. the shooting. 


Watehmen Hide in Weeds. 
The shooting occurred tn the Illinots 


Central yards near Rush City, a negro 
settlement. Thefts of brass have been 
frequent in the yards and the two 
watchman went to the scene last night 
hoping to capture the thieves. They 
hid in the weeds an hour and their vigil 
Was rewarded by seeing two men Iéave 
a boat in Dead Creek and walk toward 
freight cars. One of the men, who 
proved to be the Johnsons, carried a 
jackscrew, and with this they raised 
the car and started removing brasses. 

The elder negro removed the brasses 
and the son carried them away, hiding 
the booty in the weeds within a few 
feet of the officers. After obtaining six 
er seven pieces of brass, both negroes 
started toward the weeds. McGowan 
grabbed the boy and Smith started after 
the other thief. The latter turned on 
his pursuer and fired. 


tres Five Times at Man 
Despite his wound Smith continued 


the pursuit and fired five shots at the 
man. He finally was forced to give 
up the chase and fell from loss of 
blood. MeGowan held to the boy, who 
declared the other man was his father 
The latter escaped. 

The wounded man was taken to East 
St. Louis on a switch engine and re- 
moved to the Hospital.

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Bill to Regutate Bakeries Fav- 
orably Reported After 
Elimination.

Ojiled-Paper Covering Injures 
Product, Large Manufac- 
turers Say. 





After eliminating one provision re- 
quiring bread to be wrapped in oiled 
paper, a bill regulating bakeries anc 
confectioneries has been favorably re- 
ported by the Council's Committee on 
Legislation. 

The bill will be submitted to a vote 
at next Friday’s meeting of the Coun- 
cil. It is expected that it wll be 
passed. 

The committee’s action followed & 
public hearing, at which the unclean- 
ness of certain small bakeries was re- 
counted by those who had inspected 
many of the establishments in the 
eastern section of the city. 

Fifty or more bakers appeared before 
the committee to protest against the bill 
prepared ty Health Commissioner Bond. 
Most of them wanted the bill killed in 
its entirety, while others objected to the 
section requiring bread to be wrapped 
in olled paper. 

Winn Pleads for Bill. 


Dr. Winn, for the Health Department, 
said that without such. a measure be- 
ing passed, it would be impossible for 
the city authorities to regulate the sinali 
bakeries or to keep them in a sanitary 
condition. 

He said also that the proprietors of 
the better class of bakeries who were 
conducting teir shops in a cleanly man- 
ner were not opposed to the Dill, but 
that the fight against it was being made 
by those who were disobeying the law 
and who could not be reached by the 
present State laws. 

George N. Meissner of the McKinney 
Bread Co. spoke briefly against Section 
4 of the bill, providing that bread should 
be wrapped in a sanitary paper covering 
before it is offered for sale for the pur- 
pose of protecting it from disease germs 
in handling. Mr. Meissner said that if 
the bakers were compelled to do this it 
would injure the bread. He said: 

‘‘Bread-making passes through two 
critical stages, the period of fermenta- 
tion and that of cooling after the bread 
ig taken from the ovens, and one is as 
important as the other. If bread is to 
be wrapped immediately after baking, 
as I understand te ordinance requires, 
it means that the bread must have an 
extra handling, which is just what the 
law is aimed to prevent. 

“In the cooling of bread in wrappers 
a certain chemical change takes place in 
the center of the loaf, which injures it. 
The experience of the McKinney Bread 
Co. in selling wrapped bread in the past 
is that the public does not want it that 
way, as it spoils the flavor of the bread, 
softens the crust and makes the in- 
terlor of the loaf soggy. This has been 
the experience of all the large bread 
bakers all over the country.” 


Says Bread Loses Flavor. 


August Gesler said that wrapping 
bread soon after it was baked injured 
the quality of the loaf by keeping the 
air from it while it was undergoing 
the process of cooling, producing cer- 
tain chemical changes and injuring the 
texture of the bread and changing the 
flavor.

IS IT TO BE A ONE MAN PARTY? 

Within the past three years the Republican 
party has become a one-man party. The old 
system of party direction By a council of the 
wisest heads, inherited from the Whigs, has 
been supplanted to a very eonsiderable extent 
by that which can only be described as direc- 
tion by boss. 

In this the Republicans have imitated the 
practice, or perhaps adopted the misfortune of 
the Democratic party. Since its organization the 
driving force of the Democracy has tended to an 
embodiment in one man’s will. Jefferson was a 
boss, albeit an easy boss. 
party policy bore the Jefferson mintmark. On 
the reorganization of parties a few years later 
Jackson appeared as the Democratic will, and 
this embodiment survived until the end of Van 
Buren’s administration, when the party entered 
a period of inefficiency under the lead of second- 
rate men, divided, generally, by the slavery 
question. In 1876 the party just missed victory. 
Had the party councils been unified by one man 
the result might have been different, but Tilden 
was not a Jefferson or a Jackson. Mr. Cleve- 
land’s first election was an accident. When his 
second occurred he was a considerable boss. In 
1896 Mr. Bryan annexed the party, and, except 
in 1904, has led or misled it ever since, according 
to his own sweet or bitter will. Thus the party, 
committed by its principles to the extension of 
the sphere of the individual’s freedom and 
power, has, paradoxically, been prone to hero 
worship, which is the nice phrase for bossism. 

Now the Republicans, who have always boast- 
ed a number of able men, each too big to be 
bossed, are passing under the yoke of a great 
personality. They have a dozen or more men 
fully competent for great duties, but by an un- 
expected evolution of circumstances or of per- 
sonal character, or perhaps the two combined, 
the party wittengemot, the council of wise men, 
suffers an eclipse and Republicanism is rede- 
fined by one willful man who is trying to “run 
things” in the spirit of a Norman King mold- 
ing Anglo-Saxon institutions or destroying them 
according to his arbitrary whim. 

What will the future course of the party be 
in its new conditions? Is one man large enough 
to contain and carry all the party force? 
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Thomas C. Platt is not attending ‘the Repub- 
ican convention this year. Poor old man, fem- 
inism was his undoing.

Now all this is changed 
and in place of the farmer, we find a lot of special 
privileged merchants who are waxing fat at the ex- 
pense of the city. The city derives an annual rental 
of from $35,000 to $40,000 out of Union Market, on a 
million dollar valuation, and some place the valuation 
at a million and a half. This means a gross earning 
of from 3% to 4 per cent, from which must be deduct- 
ed the salary of the Market Master and his six or 
seven assistants; also the necessary expense incurred 
for repairs, etc. IMOLA.

EXT to the whitetail deer the black 
bear is the commonest and most 
widely distributed of American big 

game. It is still found quite plentifully 
in northern New England, in the Adiron- 
dacks, Catgkilla, and along the entire 
length of the Alleghenies, as well as in 
Swamps and canebrakes of the 
Southern States. It {is also common 
in the great forests of Northern Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin and Minnesota, and 
throughout the Rocky Mountains and 
the timbered ranges of the Pacific 
Coast. In the East it has always ranked 
second only to the deer among the beasts 
of chase. The bear and the buck were 


the staple objects of pursuit of all the 


old hunters. _They were more plentiful 
than the bison and elk even in the long 
vanished days when these two great 
monarchs of the forest still ranged east- 
ward to Virginia and Pennsylvania. The 
wolf and the cougar were always too 
scarce and too shy to yield much profit 
to the hunter. The black bear is a tim- 
id, cowardly animal, and usually a vege- 
tarian, though it sometimes preys on the 
sheep, hogs, and even cattle of the set- 
tler, and is very fond of raiding his corn 
and melons. Its meat is good and its fur 
often valuable; and fn its chase there is 
much excitement, and occasionally a 
Slight spice of danger, just enough to 
render it -attractive; so it has always 
been eagerly followed. Yet it still holds 
its own, though in greatly diminished 
numbers, in the more thinly settled por- 
tions of the country. One of the stand- 
ing riddles of American zoology is the 
fact that the black bear, which is easier 
killed and less prolific than the wolf, 
should hold its own in the land better 
than the latter, this being directly the 


‘ Feverse of what occurs in Europe, where 


the brown bear is generally exterminated 
before the wolf. 


Where Bear Linger 


In a few wild spots in the East, in 
Northern Maine for instance, he:: and 
there in the neighborhood of the upper 
Great Lakes, in the East Tennessee and 
Kentucky mountains and the swamns of 
Florida and Mississippi, there still lin- 
gers an Occasional representative of the 
These men live 
in log-calins in the wilderness. They 
do their hunting on foot, occasionally 
with the help of a single trailing dog. 
In Maine they are as apt to k.il moose 
and caribou as bear and deer: but else- 
where the two lasi, with an occasional 
cougar er wolf, are the beasts of chase 
which they follaw. Nowadays as these 
old hunters die there is no one to take 
their places, though there are still plenty 
of backwoods settlers in all of the re- 
gions named who do a great deal of 
hunting and trapping. Such an old hun- 
ter rarely makes his appearance at the 
Settlements except to dispose of his 
peltry and hides in exchange for car- 
tridges and provisions, and he leads a 
life of such lonely isolation as to insure 
his individual characteristics developing 
into peculiarities. Most of the wilder 
districts in the Eastern States still pre- 
serve. memories of some such old hunter 
who lived his long life alone, waging 
ceaseless warfare on the vanishing 
fame, whose oddities, as well as his 
courage, hardihood, and woodcraft are 
laughingly remembered by the older set- 
tlera, and who is usually best known 
es having killed the last wolf or bear 
or cougar ever seen In the locality. 

Generally the weapon’mainly relied on 
by these old hunters is the rifle; and 
occasionally some old hunter will be 
found even to this day who uses a muz- 


_ Ble loader, such as Kit Carson carried 


in the middle of the century. There 
@re exceptions to this rule of the rifle 
however. In the years after the Civil 
War one of the many noted hunters of 
Gouthwest Virginia and East Tennessee 
was Wilber Waters, sometimes called 
The Hunter. of White Top. He often 


 Weililed black bear with a knife and dogs. 
He spent all his life in hunting and was

Hunted with Hounds

bear with horse and hound, many of 
them keeping regular packs of. bear 
how Such & pack includes not only 
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}@ good many. 
tached by chains to heavy clogs, pre- 


pure-bred hounds, but also cross-bred 
animals, and some sharp, agile, hard- 
biting, fierce dogs and terriers. They 
follow the bear and bring him to bay, 
but do not try to kill him,-although there 
are dogs of the big fighting breeds 
which can readily master a black bear 
if loosed at him three or four at a time; 
but the dogs of these Southern bear- 
hound packs are not fitted for such 
work, and if they try to close with the 
[bear he is certain to play havoc with 
them, disemboweling them with blows 
of his paws or seizing them in his arms 
and biting through their spines or legs. 
The riders follow the hounds through 
the canebreaks, and also try to make 
cutoffs and station themselves at open 
points where they think the bear will 
pass, so that they may get a shot at 
him. The weapons used are rifles, shot- 
guns, and occasionally revolvers. 
Sometimes, however, the hunter uses 
the knife. General Wade Hampton, who 
has probably killed more black bears 
than any other man living in the United 
States, frequently used the knife, slaying 
thirty or forty with this weapon. His 
plan was, when he found that the dogs 
had the bear at bay, to walk up close 
and cheer them on. They would tnstant- 
ly selze the bear in a body, and he would 
then rush in and stab it behind the 
shoulder, reaching over so as to inflict 
the wound on the opposite side from that 
where he stood. He escaped scathiess 
from all these encounters save one, in 
which he was rather severely torn in 
the forearm. Many other hunters have 
used the knife, but perhaps none so fre- 
quently as he; for he was always fond 
of steel, as witness his feats with the 
“white arm'’’ during the Civil War. 
Gen. Hampton always hunted with 
large packs of hounds, managed some- 
times by himself and sometimes by his 
negro hunters. He occasionally took 
out 40 dogs at a time. He found that 
all his dogs together could not kill a 
big, fat bear, but they occasionally killed 
3-year-olds, or lean and poor bears. Dur- 
ing the course of his life he has him- 
self killed, or been in at the death of, 
500 bears, at least two-thirds of them 
falling by his own hand. In the year 
just before the war he had on one occa- 
sion, in Mississippi, killed 68 bears in five 
Once he killed four bears in 
a day; at another time three, and fre- 
quently two. The two largest bears he 
himself killed weighed, respectively, 408 
and 419 pounds. They were both shot 
in Mississippi. But he saw at lease one 
bear killed which was much larger than 
either, of these. 
en down at the time when the animals 
were actually weighed on the scales. 


Bear Kills Raftsman 


Most of-his hunting for bear was done 
in Northern Mississipvi, where one of 
his plantations was situated, near Green- 
ville. During the half century that he 
hunted, on and off, in this neighborhood, 
he knew of two instances where hunters 
were fatally wounded in the chase of 
the black bear. Both of the men were 
inexperienced, one being a raftsman who 
came down the river, and the other a 
man from Vicksburg. He was not able 
to learn the particulars In the last case, 
but the raftsman came too close to a 
bear that was at bay, and it broke 
through the dogs and rushed at and 
overthrew him, then lying on him, it bit 
him deeply in the thigh, through the 
femoral artery, so that he speedily bled 
to death. 

But a black bear ts not usually a form- 
idable opponent, and though he will 
sometimes charge home, he is much 
more apt to bluster and bully than 
actually to come to close quarters. I 
myself have but once seen @ man who 
had been hurt by one of these bears. 
This was an Indian. die had come on 
the beast close up in a thick wood, and 
had mortally wounded it with his gun; 
it had then closed with him, knocking 
the gun out of his hand, so that he was 
forced to use his knife. It charged him 
on all fours, but in the grapple, when 
it had failed to throw him down, it 
raised itself on its hind legs, clasping 
him across the shoulders with its fore- 
paws, Apparently it had no intention of 
hugging, but merely sought to draw 
him within reach of his jaws. He 
fought desperately against this, using 
the knife freely, and striving to keep 
its head back; and the flow of blood 
weakened the animal, so that it finally 
fell exhausted, before being able danger- 
ously to injure him. But it had bitten 
his left arm very severely, and its claws 
had made long gashes on his shoul- 
ders. 


Bruins Attacks 


Black bears, like grislies, vary great- 
ly in their modes of attack. Sometimes 
they rush in and bite; and again, they 
strike with ,thelr forepaws. Two of 
my cowboys were originally from Maine, 
where I knew them well. There they 
Were fond of trapping bears, and caught 
The huge steel gins, at- 


months. 


vented the trapped beasts from going 
far; and when found they were always 
tied tight round some tree or Bush, and 
usually nearly exhausted. The men 
killed them either with a little 32-caliber 
pistol or hatchet. But once did they 
meet with any difficulty. On this occa- 
sion one of them ineautiously ap- 
proached a captured bear to knock it on 
the head with his hatehet, but the ani- 
mal managed to partly untwist itself, 
and with its free forearm made a 
rapid sweep at him; he Jumped back just 
in time, the bear's claws tearing his 
clothes—after which he shot it Bears 
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are shy and have very keen noses; they 
are therefore hard to kill by fair hunt- 
ing, living, as they generally do, in 
dense forests or thick brush. Thus, these 
two men, though they trapped so many, 
never but once killed them In any other 
Way. On this occasion one of them, in 
the winter, found in a great hollow log a 
den where a she and two well-grown 
cubs had taken up their abode, and shot 
all three with his rifle as they burst 
out 


Daylight Hunters 


Where they are much hunted, bear be- 
come purely nocturnal; but in the wilder 
forests I have seen them abroad at all 
hours, though they do not much relish 
the intense heat of noon. They are rath- 
er comical animals to watch feeding 
and going about the ordinary business 
of their lives. Once I spent half an 
hour lying at the edge of a wood and 
looking at a black bear some three hun- 
dred yards off across an open glade. 
It was in good stalking country, but the 
Wind was unfavorable and I waited for it 
to. shift—waited too long as it proved, for 
something frightened the beast and he 
made off before I could get a shot at 
him. When J first saw him he was 
shuffling along and rooting in the 
ground, so that he looked like a great 
pig. Then he began to turn over the 
stones and logs to hunt for insects, 
small reptiles and the like. A moderate- 
sized stone he woukid turn over with a 
single clap of his paw, and then plunge 
his nose down into the hollow to gob- 
ble up the small creatures beneath while 
still dazed by the Nght. The big logs 
and rocks he would tug and worry at 
with both paws; once, overexerting 
his clumsy strength, he lost his grip and 
rolled clean on his back. Under some 
of the logs he evidently found mice and 
chipmunks; then, as soon as the log 
was overturned, he would be seen jJump- 
ing about with grotesque agility, and 
making quick dabs here and there, as 
the little, scurrying rodent turned and 
twisted, until at last he put his paw 
on it and scooped it up Into his mouth. 
Sometimes, probably when he smelt the 
mice underneath, he would cautiously 
turn the-log over with one paw, holding 
the other lifted and ready to strike. Now 
and then he would halt and sniff the 
alr in every , and it was after 
one of these halts that he 
shuffled off into the woods. 
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irregular in their food. They wil) kill 
deer if they can get at them; but gen- 
erally the deer are too quick. Sheep 
and hogs are their favorite prey, éspe- 
cially the latter, for bears seem to have 
a special relish for pork. Twice I have 
known a black bear to kill cattle. Once 
the victim was a bull which had got 
mired, and which the bear deliberately 
proceeded to eat alive, heedless of the 
bellows of the unfortunate beast. On 
the other oceasion, a cow was surprised 
and slain among some bushes at the 
edge of a remote pasture. In the spring, 
soon after the long winter sleep, they 
ure very hungry, and are especially apt 
to attack large beasts at this time; al- 
though during the very first days of 
their appearance, when they are just 
breaking their fast, they eat rather spar- 
ingly, and by preference the tender 
shoots of green grass and other herbs, 
or frogs and crayfish; it Is not for a 
week or two that they seem to be over- 
come by lean, ravenous hunger. They 
will even attack and master that formid-
